R. L. Bolduc, of Ottawa, head of the department of trans- 
port accident investigation division, was quoted Friday night 
by a CPA spokesman as saying: 

“At daybreak tomorrow, we start going over the plane 
inch by inch to find out what happened. 

“Every scrap of metal we can find will be picked up and 
checked. 

“Tf it’s bent or burned, we want to know why. And if it's 
bent or burned suspiciously, it will be turned over to the 
RCMP for their lab to investigate further.” 

The lightly-treed area was roped off and only RCMP, DOT’ 
personnel and a doctor were permitted past the rope.

EXT WEEK MEMBERS OF 
the Japanese cabinet will meet 
a States cabinet members in 
Jashington to negotiate, on three 
issues.

The United States has met this 
position by drafting a bill which 
would empower the president to 
raise by 50 pér cent duties against 
fish products imported from any 
country —meaning Japan— whose 
fishing operations interfered with 
those of Americans. 

In recent discussions, Japan has 
done something more than protest. 
Her lobbyists in Washington have 
pointed out that in 1963, Japan's 
trade with Pacific Coast states 
totalled more than $515 million and 
created 51,000 jobs. 

‘The implication is clear. Japan, 
faced by a 50 per cent jumpin the 
fish products tariff, could reduce 
her imports from the United States. 

What the lobbyists said concern- 
ing trade with the U.S. Pacific Coast 
states applies, with modifications in 
totals, to Canada. This gives the dis- 
cussions in Washington significant 
Canadian interest — particularly in 
coastal British Columbia.

HE BANKS DISAPPEARANCE 
and the Rivard escape, both of 
which had damaging repercussions 
in Canada’s parliament, appear 
relatively minor incidents in com- 
parison with the prison break which 
now exercises Britain.

Let us all be sure that, we are not 
the cause of a fire that will destroy many 
living things—not only the trees and flow- 
ers but jthe many animals that live in 
the forest. They can be killed by flames: 
the deer, squirrels, .mice, birds and thou- 
sands of insects that are a part of our 
living world. 

When fire strikes animais will only 
run so far; then they attempt to get back 
into their own territory. ¢ : 

All animals have a range in which 
they move and live, and if driven from 
that area will try to return no matter 
what the conditions may he 

Deer will rufi to the boundary of their 
limit then turn and in parie run back 
to their own area, often straight into a 
fire 

Birds will fly to their rage limit and

then turn and attempt to fy over the 
fire. Of course: they are lost. 

If there is a swamp within the limits 
birds and animals will converge there 
and in most cases be suffocated by the 
smoke and scorched by the heat. 

It takes several generations for each 
species, both of animal and plant life, 
to spill over from the unburned areas 
and so restock the devastated terrain. 

If fire strikes it causes a terrible 
chain reaction, from the destruction of 
valuable timber that will take a hundred 
years to replace to the loss of many 
creatures, 

Let us all make certain that notie of 
tis is the cause of “Fire in the Forest.” 
Make sure that your cigarette is out; 
be careful where-you light your camp 
fire—are you too near a stump or log? 
Did you put-the fire ouf—then go back 
and put it out again, until thé ashes 
are wet and cold?

Nevertheless, We Get Along 


URING the last few months, I, no doubt 
like many other Canadians, have been de- 
pressed by the chuntering, almost bad-tem- 
pered, dialogue taking 
place in this eountry be- 
tween largely self-appointed 
spokesmen for peoples of 
French and British origin. 
I apprediate the fact that 
it’s usually the extremists’ 
stutements that make the 
news and that it's often the 
extremists who write letters 


to the editor, But I grow 
weary of anguished cries 
from Quebec saying how 


reughly French-Canadians .have been pushed 
around. And I'm equally tired of the non- 
French-Canadian rejoinder: “Who do they 
think they are?” 

The. moderates—those who recognize the 
fact that French-speaking and English-speaking 
Canadians have been living side by side for a 
couple of centuries and standing shoulder to 
shoulder in some of the woild's crises—don't 
shout stridently and beat their nationalistic 
breasts in public 

* * * 

Maybe they showd speak out a little more 
loudly to indicate what Canada has gained by 
this association of two peoples. We haven't 
become a melting pot, as some would like us 
to have become. There is a continuing ap- 
preciation of national origins. But the real 
Canadians, by my definition, are the citizens 
who recognize themselves as Canadians first, 
progeny of different forebears second 

The fact that they have learned to live 
together,, not entirely without friction, seems 
to me to have been a significant element of 
Canadian character. Here hie a certain genius 
for compromise — which-tsn't nearly as com- 
Promising a word as some people suppose 
and a readiness to accept the fact that differ- 
ent points of view can frequently be justified 
and often reconciled: 

Canadians don't talk much about this trait 
any more than the father and mother who make 
A go of running a reasonably happy household 
talk about the concessions each makes. But 
ft is apparently recognized outside the country 

A young friend of mine'who came from 


Holland after the war brought the point home 
to me, “Canadians,” he said, “are respected 
by other nations for their willingness to look at 
two or more sides of a question. They sée 
things not just in black and white. They don't 


swing first and then think later that: they 
shouldn't have hit out so quickly. It’s the 
sort of, what you call it, restraint, that wins 


respect from foreigners. They fee) that Cana- 
dians aren't going to go off half-cocked.” 
* * * 

My friend's comment made pretty. good 
sense to me—a lot betier sense than that 
made by one venerable politician of an old-line 
party who once offered his prescription for 
solving the French-Canadian problem: “Give 
them six months to learn English, and if they 
don't Jearn in that time, kick.'em out.” From 
a person who was not born in this couniry, 
the “remedy” for the problerh of a minority 
which runs back some three centuries on Cana 
dian soil seemed a mite drastic to me. 

The fact, as I see it, is that we do happen 
to be a nation, though comment on both AUan- 
tic and Pacific seaboards from politicians who. 
should know better sometimes seems to ignore 
the actuality 

I have heard English-speaking non-Catholic 
educators born heré express the view that they 
knew what was wrong with Quebec—and that 
Quebec might profitably turn to improving its 
own conditions without blaming other Cana- 
dijans, I think such educators have a point 
and 1 think Quebec is doing something about 
it now. 

* * * 

I have read, also, the statement that 
French Canada’s only significant contrigutions 
to the country’s culture were Maurice Richard 
and Lili St. Cyr. My concept of culture is 
broad enough to take in athletics and I think 
Maurice did make a contribution. As for Lili, 
it is am adolescent regret of mine that I've 
never seen her perform. 

Maybe it's time for us to tell the people 
in Canada who try to magnily their 
hellyaches to take a little gripe water and shu 
up, so they can listen to others who see that our 
existence as Canadians, our ability to live with 
one another in defiance of many contradictions 
has given us a nationhood admired afield if 
not at hore

“Up to now,” says Sen; “in 
FAO we have been merely in- 
terested in food production. 
The population experts, for 
their part, have been ex- 
clusively worried about popu- 
lation inefease. They never 
met.” 


Now, following Sen's speech 
to the Eucharistic Congress 
the two sets of experts are in 
contact, 

FAO's role is that of in- 
forming world opinion about 
the spectre of approaching 
hunger. Big industry's help 
has been enlisted 

The fertilizer giants, toge- 
ther with FAO, have set up an 
advisory panel to educate de- 
veloping countries in the use 
of fertitizers : 


Control Pests 


The pharmaceutical industry 
is looking after control of in- 
sect pests.

The caiepeigtt owes its suc- 
cess to its pragmatic ap- 
proach. It has not bombard- 
ed an indifferent public with 
statistics on how many Sstarv- 
ing undernourished people

“here is a particular spot in 
the world where so many 
people are starving because 


they lack a certain food which 
can be rectified by buying 
such and such a seed, or tool, 
or fertilizer.” 

A basic difficulty is in 
changing people’s eating hab- 
its. An Englishman, unlike a 
Frenchman, will not cat 
srtails, although they have an 
excellent protein content, 

In the same way many 
trifes in Africa forbid their 
women to eat eggs (which are 
generally plentiful) because 
they believe that eggs create 
infertility 

A biological team from 
Cambridge went out to a near- 
starvation area in East Africa 
recently apd found 50 to 60 
edible foodstuffs growing in 
that area but not used. 

Malnutrition is one of FAO's 
thoughest problems. It is 
often difficult to explain to 
underfed people that a child 
with a swollen belly, round 
eyes and rickets, may not be 
in need of more food, but of 
different fgod. 

In parts of Latin America 
for example, where this dis- 
ease is widespread, it is wide- 
ly thought that it is dangerous 
to feed a child under six years
